.SewiH Kill" easily anil ijiiickly in ^{udiI hfil Hiul etii Uilii 'i 'il is the 
beat soil. In good soil snnietbiiig w ill ^rnw It n ill not iln tolt aye 
it alone aoj more than it will clu tomiw liail seed If left alone it lie- 
oomea rank andfotil with weeds. TheVoil niuHt be eullivated uotsu 
much to help the growth of the good seed aa to kill out the bad. 

Every parent known that a child can be "spoiled" by indulgence 
and petliug bafoM it la nix montha old. Every paront oaghl to know 
eqiwlly wdl thnt II ia }mI aa gaanapMUa to right Imlning boforo that 
time. 

In a letter to a friend not longsince was tliis deelaralion : "To 
teacli a eliild not tu plare fiMxl in its niMutli with a knife ia iiuire iiii- 
pnrtHiit tlian to teai'h it tli«* iiiiilti|>lieHti<<n talile. If one ia to be 
neglected, let it be the latter." In other words it ia bottor to loae 
intellectual training than character training. II inbaUor loloso lha 
inilManea of tbo aobool than that of the home. 

And yal Ibo hona ia failing in nearly all of iia dutiea, and hep* 
ing, if It carea at all, thai lha aalMal or eharah will do ita work for it. 

The editor hae been in IhoaaatadM of homes bat in very few of 
tlieui has he f. und the eliildren really reeeu injf the train^^g that the 
lioine is sii|i|iiised to >?iVH. But to know tlie hiinie one d(>eH not iieeil 
to be in it. The limne puts its stamp upon every child. ' The chil- 
dren are the indices of the home life a|hl home conditions. It is only 
aaeeaaary loaaa Ihaai aad kaow IImb to know lha hoaM pad tta 
paranta. 

Suppoaa ona aeea a little girl, aa tho writar did raeantly, away 

from home and at a table with atiiangern at eight yearn of age, and 
finds her self poesesaed, using correct language, properly handling 
napkin, knife, fork and sptxin and partHkiiiK tenijieratelj of the vari- 
ous fiMids offered. What would be the inference as to the ptirentsy 

On the other hand take the case of a little boy a year older at 
hm ow n home who used only a s|h)od, never having beeu allowed the 
use of akuife and fork, and who cotistantly used bin thumb to push 
bia food into tbo apoon. The oaly thing that this description ot the 
boy fnila to toll of bia parania ia that thay ara wall-lo-do. 

The flmt time a child is allowod to uae any article at tho table 
or elsen-hete it ahould be taught to use itdeoently and rightly. And 
HO HS 111 laiiKoage and other things Then fewer bad habits w ill be 
formed and tin" e will he less trouble in store fur parent, leaeiier. and 
child in tie fm iie.

Ia there anything that can't be t«iij;lit in thehrjnef The Sun- 
day School is a nionuinent to the c(>iiviclion thnt relipii n \\»h not be- 
iug taught iu the home, but not of coiM>e that it couldn't be. The 
Sunday .Sch(M)l had to be eatHbliabed for the saving of nociety.and it 
baa done and is doing a great work, but it can't do enough, only hav- 
ing one hour per week iu whidi to do it. And it ia toba feared that 
the Sunilay School is t>eing made an excuse for moah parental naglael, 
parents acting upon the principle that they can't toneb raligioa in lha 
They aan't laaah d o g aia a»d doetiiae, bat thay can teaah 

religion. 

If parents neglect their ch ild I en and they ben n,e dihci ui l» clip, 
uae vulgar and profane lanijuage, lie an<l steal, but later come in contact 
with Sunday School anci Church and are cunyerted, they are expected 
to give Up all these bad habits, aod do it suddenly. That is called 
beeoming religious. 

Now parents may taaoh ehildrvn to be eonrtooiw and kind, to uae 
pure language, not to lie nor steal, and to do from early ohildhoud all 
the tliiiii,'s tlie\ will lie supposed lo do after conversion, and they will 
have obtained the results of convaraioa. What ia that but teaching 
raligioa, and laaohing it4n tba home?

Would Lose the Bsttio of the 
Brandywina Unlaaa Oli 



A year or ao before the venerable 
C. C. Clarke, now in his eighty-eighth 
year, retiie<l, in 1900, as vlce-prusident 
ol tho New York Central railroad, he 
aallad m« into his oSoo and potatod tu 
a paragraph in a uewapapar aoataln- 
Ing some reference to Robert Morris, 
tho financier of tho American rovolu- 
llon. 

"In the late thiriles when 1 woat to 

college In Geneva. N. Y.," aald Mr. 
Clarke. "1 made the acquatntanea of a 
man of the name of Brown, who had 
for yeara boon pootmaator of tho vil- 
lage, and who waa thaa wall along In 
tbo eighties. In the course of this ao- 
quaiutance 1 fuuud out thai be tad 
been a clerk in the offlre of Robert 
Morrla at the time when be waa o»- 
hansting bis fortune tu h<'half of tbo 
•gbtlng colonics, and many an hour I 
apont with the old mai^ listening to 
bla anecdotes of the great financier. 
And then, one day. my aged friend 
told me this htory of Robert .Morris 
and George Waablngtoa. which I have 
never seen In print. 

" 'One afternoon, shortly before the 
Battle of the IlraiiJywIne, which took 
place in the fall of "77, ' aald Mr. 
Brown, '(ieneral Washington, unat 
tended, caino to Mr. MorrU' office He 
aoemed to be in great anxiety, and he 
hastened to explain to Mr. Morrla that 
unles* he couitt l>ave *oine money 
with which to make at lea*t a partial 
payment to hi* soldlera, be did not be- 
lieve tbnt It would be possible for him 
to gain a \lriory in the aiMirnnchlng 
battle. The soldiers, be said, hail been 
many months without pay. They had 
endured many hardship*. Their priva- 
tions, their dire need of monty had 
Id a menauro demoralized and dis- 
couraged Ihetn. 

" 'And right here, and all of a *ud 
den." said Mr. Brown, 'neneral Wash 
Ington broke down completely. He put 
his bands to his face ho that he nilffht 
conceal his emotion, but I saw the 
tears trickling down between bis 
hands. He waa completely overcome, 
and I wa* i«> awe*trlcken at tho spec- 
tacle of the cominauder In chief of the
